Macintosh’s funeral was held on Saturday 
in Olds. Fowler said she heard about 400 
people were in attendance. “Jast the out¬ 
pouring of love - people have l>een absolute¬ 
ly incredible,” Fowler said.

Deer are also increasingly making their presence felt in rural 
areas through more drug trafficking, break ;uul enters, rol>- 
lieries, thefts and other such activities. 

Yet while the increase in organized crime in rural areas Ls a 
troubling development, there are several things communities 
can do to counter the threat posed by these gangsters. 

Residents can provide police with invaluable assistance by 
promptly reporting crime when they see or suspect it is hap- 
IK-ning. 

The Crime Stoppers program is one of the best crime-fight¬ 
ing tools ever devised and residents should be encouraged 
make good use of the tip-collection network to bring the 
gangsters’ activities to the attention of police. 

()ne thing criminals liate to see is their activities made the 
talk of the town. Police forces everywhere rely on intelli¬ 
gence gathering and residents can do their part by providing 
investigators with useful and timely information. 

“I think one of the things that needs to lie looked at mostly 
Ls an increase in sharing of intelligence between RCMP and 
Calgary police, so our local RCMP officers know about these 
guys and who they an' and what they are up to," said MP 
Richards. 

1 iopefully the big-city police will do the right thing as far as 
providing niral RCMP detachments with the background 
information they need. 

Area politicians can also do their part by ensuring town and 
county municipal enforcement officers have the necessary 
resources to adequately patrol and monitor their respective 
jurisdictions. 

While big-city police forces should lie applauded for mak¬ 
ing life tough for gangsters, rural Albertans must also do their 
part to make organized criminals unwelcome in towns and 
counties.

Don’t buy Yuma condo just yet 


Alberta government could be the 
dollar. Budget 200b predicted the 
Canadian dollar to be worth 83.5 
cents US. For every 1 cent 
increase in the Canadian dollar, 
the Alberta government loses $221 
million in revenues. Tills is largely 
due to the fact that we exjxirt 
much of our oil anti natural gas to 
the US, and that oil is sold in US 
dollars. 

If the Canadian dollar continues 
to hover around 90 cents, this has 
the potential of hiking our deficit 
to over $6 billion this year. A dollar 
at par - as TT) Securities has sug¬ 
gested it will be by the end of 2009 
- would drive Alberta’s deficit 
even larger. But with the US gov¬ 
ernment facing an estimated $1.84 
trillion deficit this year - four 
times larger than the largest deficit 
in US history - 2010 may even see 
the Canadian dollar above par. 

A dollar above par may lie a 
IxKin to Albertans looking to buy a 
condo in Arizona, but it will hurt 
the oil and gas sector, hurt the 
Canadian export business and 
push the Alberta government’s 
deficit even liigher. 

And a higher deficit, combined 
with a year of government inac¬ 
tion on finding spending cuts, can 
only mean one filing: tax hikes. 

So don’t buy that condo in Yuma 
just yet, you might need the extra 
dough to pay your soon-to-be-ris¬ 
ing tax bill.

But oil and gas prices should be 
the least of the finance depart¬ 
ment’s worries. 

If oil ends up averaging $60US 
for the entire fiscal year, it will 
mean an additional $<>44 million in 
revenues for the province. Natural 
gas prices may lx 1 low right now, 
hut it tends to lx> low during sum¬ 
mer months and then ratchets up 
in the winter when we start firing 
up our furnaces. However, indus¬ 
try predictions are suggesting nat¬ 
ural gas prices aren’t likely to top 
$6 any time soon. In all likelihood, 
gains on fix* oil side will offset 
losses from natural gas, and have 
little impact on the size of our 
deficit

According to director-producer Carla Newsham, the pro¬ 
duction has appearances from beloved favourites like the Cat 
in the Hat, the Grinch, Whos and many others, but not re¬ 
enacting their well-known books. 

“All of them are really entwined together into a really neat 
storyline,” she explained. “Ninety-five per cent of it is sung and 
everything is in Seussical language, so everything is rhymed.” 

“It’s just a lot of fun, kids w ill love it," Newsham added. “It’s 
very high action, typical Seuss stuff and very silly, but adults 
will like it too because it brings back some of those memories 
of the books they read." 

The production will lx- making its debut in the Transt anuria 
Theatre at the CLC Fine Arts and Multi-media Centre this 
weekend. ()]X'ning night Ls Thursday at 7 p.m. with produc¬ 
tions running three nights through to Sunday afternoon when 
the only matinee will take place at 2:30 p.m. 

The majority of the cast consists of students from 
Newsham’s Meadowlark Studios in Didsbury where she 
teaches voice and musical theatre, thus the moniker 
Meadowlark Players. 

While the original idea was to develop a production that 
could utilize youth and child performers since they formed the 
majority of the students, it eventually grew into the communi-

she enlisted the help of Val Schmidt who Ls serving as assistant 
director, stage manager as well as talking on a role as one of 
the Whos. 

“We met last summer and said ‘do you need any help’ and 
here I am," said Schmidt who has two children in the orches¬ 
tra 

Another person brought in was Brent Hougestol who has 
undertaken the task of bringing together the 19-piece orches¬ 
tra that will provide the live musical scon* for the approxi¬ 
mately two-hour production. 

Considering the music helps din*ct the ac tion and create the 
.scenes, they thought it important to go all out in creating a rich 
sound. 

“Seussical is so musically demanding that one little* piano or 
keyboard doesn’t do it justice because there’s so many differ¬ 
ent sounds,” Newsham added. 

Tlie musicians, much like the performers, are an eclectic 
mix of young and old from around the region including Olds 
and Didsbury and beyond. In fact, both band instructors from 
the two high schools are in the orchestra playing instruments, 
something that illustrates the community co-operation the 
organizers have received. 

In addition, a past Meadowlark student, Phoenix Smith who 
Ls taking dance at the University of Calgary, has returned to 
help with the choreography for the production. 

“There’s lots of group stuff... so it’s a big job," Newsham 
said. 

Overall, the cast for the production was in place by January 
and since then they’ve !x*en a travelling band of performers 
looking for a place to practise. Luckily many places have 
stepped in and provided them with a space large enough to 
work on the production, including the United Church in Olds 
and Didsbury High School. 

However, since then they’ve settled in to the TransCanada 


Theatre to get ready for this weekend’s production. 

The gn)up is hoping that the experience may further spur on 
the increasingly visible arts community to continue growing 
and the general community to support productions. 

“I really feel that our community, now that we have a fine 
arts centre, Ls very keen on the arts," she said. “I think the* 
more we use it, the better we’ll get.”

Tlx idea to develop a large-scale production grow from the 
musical theatro snip|x*ts that students would do for the 
Kiwanis Music Festival every year. 

In developing those pieces for tlx* festival, many of the stu¬ 
dents lx*gan to develop an interest in tlx* process of singing 
;uxl acting simultaneously. 

“I think they just got bit by the musical theatro bug,” 
Newsham laughed. 

She decided that by co-ordinating the snippets into a full¬ 
blown production, it would further expand the skills of the 
students and give them an eryoyable team-oriented produc¬ 
tion. 

While many of the students do perform in either t he OHS or 
Didsbury High productions, she thought it would lx* neat to 
offer an additional opportunity to those students and a new 
experience for those who had yet to take part in a larger pro¬ 
duction. 

“We had enough of my group of students to put something 
of this magnitude on, so I just thought this was the time to do 
it," Newsham said. “Not all my students jumped on board, but 
tlie majority of them did.”

Bank draft scam 

RCMP are warning residents to be on the lookout for 
a bank draft scam that recently victimized at least one 
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area resident, costing the victim almost $3,000. 

Sundre RCMP Const. Warren Wright explained that 
the scam involved the perpetrators putting an advertise¬ 
ment in an area newspaper offering a position as a 
financial representative. 

When the Sundre victim contacted the company, she 
was told she would be receiving bank drafts by courier, 
which she, in turn, was to cash. 

She was then to take 10 per cent of the cash for her 
trouble and send the rest to a U.S. address by Western 
Union. 

In early May she received the draft and cashed it and 
send the Western Union money order. 

On May 21 she contacted RCMP to report the scam. A 
follow-up police investigation determined the draft and 
several others seized by Canada Customs were counter¬ 
feit. 

“Sundre RCMP wants the public to be aware of this 
type of scam, and to take the necessary precautions,” 
said Const. Wright, noting that the Sundre woman is on 
the hook for the lost cash. 

The drafts did not have usually seen security features 
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such as watermarks and embossed printing.
